It was half oast 2 on Saturday afternoon when I
start«·«! to drive fron. St JaineVs-st. to the People's
Palace, in Mile Rod Rind, far in the East of Lon¬
don, A» I wanted to aee the whole or nearly the
wh«le rout« I went straight to Oxford-st, (ieoeral
trafile was to have been stopood at _, but from the

top of Mond-st. to Tottenham Oonrt Road. Oxford-
et» was a tangled ma« of carriagoi, vans, omni¬

buses and cab«, an tbat it took half an hour to do
the half-milo, and my cahmati more than onco ad-

yised me to get ont of it and trv some o'.her way.

Bnt beyond Tottenham Court Road the thorough¬
fare w:»s in posaeadon of the police and encumbered
only by foot passeugers who seemed to thiuk a

hansom at- an intruder, and to believe that tbo

povcincntshvl been swept and garni-hol with

gravol for their exclusive beueflt. At every ooruer

. policeman signalled to the driver to turn off into

aside street, but the eight of a bit of cardboard
printed in pink softened the severity of bis views

and we were allowed to go on. In Mile End Road
onr troubles began again and another half hour
bad to be »pent over tho last half-milo as over the

first. Street-cars and every kind of miscellaneous
vehicle wore struggling and grinding along this
bn?.id avenue. Long before we readied it,
we had become part of a file of carriages and
hausoniH, all bonnd for the Palace, In the contn-

eion this file becamo double and treble, and one

passeri and repassed and was attain paseed by one's
friends and competitors in the race.a very slow

race.for the entrance. Altogether it was an hour
and three-quarters before wearrived. Thedistanec.
I suppo»e, is six miles. Police arrangemenls at

either end were anything but good, and I hare no

idet how Mile End Road was cleared for the Queen,
as cleared it must have been,

lint all this delay mattered nothing; it oni ? go ve

one a bct'.er view of the long spectacle of d cornted
streets and the multitudes who wero out to s"e th >

Queen. Thore are people who say.some of the pa¬

pers say.that tho adornments were poor. What
did they expect f It was a snnny afternoon, and,
for my part, I cannot remember to have seoa Lon¬

don so gay. No single effort, perhaps, was a very
brilliant one. N·» building was ornamented at great
cost, or with originality of design or treatment, or

owed much to tho suggestions of art. It was tho
profusion of decoration, tho wealth of color, tho
variety, the apparently endloïs succession of flaunt¬

ing flags and strips of bunting, aud embroi¬
dered and bemottoed banners, and bou¬

quets of union-jacks that made tho general
effect a· marvellous. Hore and there limited
far almve tbe rest tho Royal Standard of England
with its fields of gold and of crimsou, its lions ami
leopards and blatonryof the thron«. The detail
was not much to boast of; the birdseye view from
almost any point was fine and from certain points
was uinguifi'ont. Ho'born and Holborn Via tuet
were su;>orb. Tho scope of the broad street, th1
.tretch of open space on eith r side the Viaduct,
lent themselves to picturesqno treatment. Like all
tbe route, Halben is a street of shops and ware¬

houses aud banks and public buildings. It would
have been too much to exiiect that sono of the
tradespeople, who are the majority, should not have
seize:' tlio occasion to advertise their loyalty and
their wares together. They did. Some of those
displays were offensive, but probably did moro ha;m
to the displayers than to anybody else.
The people who had come out to see the Qn^en

open their palace were themse'.vos a wouderful
eight. Their good temper was as good as that of
a French orowd on a feted*y; and more cannot bo
said. The style in which they opened their rank·«
for cmriages to pass was proof enouga of their
amiability, Tbe East Knd certainly beat the West
for numbers, and, I hear, for enthusiasm
when tlie Queen drove past. So did it in
Ihe quantity if not quality of ita em-

belii-iinieiits. Festoons of mauv-hued papen
often did duty for cloth of gold and silk
and satin and velvet which more prosperous peo¬
ple put forth. But they bad done all they could,
had given and striven out of the abundance of
their heart«, rather than of mere riches, ? ! they
had their reward. There was really nothing to beat
or equal WhitechapeL You might not think Hol¬
born very sumptuous in its luxury, after all; yon
were sure to feel that in tho tinsel and bits of red
rag winch hnngon the front of mean little ¿hops
iu the East there was something genuine, nay, pa¬
thetic. There, if anywhere, is the home of Democ¬
racy, even of Republicanism and Socialism, and,
perhaps, of Anarchy itself, though there is ex¬

tremely little of any one in any political sense, or

usa!« e for any political purpose» But those hard¬
working, simple folk in tho midst of their grim
poverty or desperate struggle for existence have«
sentiment of loyalty which no Republican need
contemn. A man must bo loyal to something. If a

Qneen be his ideal of what is noblest or grentnst in
I his world, in heaven's name let him be loyal to
her.
There is a vast deal to be seid about the People's

Palace and the Beaumont Trust and Mr. Walter
Besan t. whose dream has taken this solid
and splendid shape, but I must leave it
and limit myself to brief notes of what I «aw and
heard. The Queen's Hall is much praised. It is a
gift, and I for one will not look it in the mouth. I
prefer to assume that tbo People are not to he asked
to derive their notions of art from from all this
gamhiioss of gliding and crude color aud architect¬
ural features where ihe sham classi·· contend·;
with the commonplace. Enough that it ia roomy
and that the music of a numerous choir and tlio
tones of a woman's voice were equally audible aud
clear in all parts.
Doors to be shut at 4, said one's card, and no per¬

son to be admitted after. This was aiarmiug in Its
peretnptoriness, yet at quarter past 4 they were

still wide open and people streamed in till 5 -tbe
hour fixed for the Queen's coining. First of the
loyalties to arrive was tho Duke of Cambridge,
gorgeous in his Field Marshal's pauoply; wit'i him
the Duch'ss of Teck and her pretty daughter,
Princesa Victoria. The platform at that moment
waa in sole possession of Lady Salisbury. Nowise
disconcerted, the Primo Minister's wife stood aside
for the Duke to mount, then eutered into cheery
talk with the gray warrior without the preliminary
«ourte-sy which the "(ieorge Ranger" clearly ex¬

pected. A few.not very many.celebrities were

visible. Professor Huxlev's square, strong, swarthy
faco, with eyes of gray fire beneath a crown of

gray hair looked dowu from the east gallery; the
.ancy visage of a pretty young woman, who resem¬

bled him slightly, by his aide. Sir Arthur and Lady
Hayter were in the centre; Lady Rosebery sat in
front In »lark lilac; Lord Rosebery in a Windsor
uniform of blue and gold was moving up and down
tho aisle. Lord Randolph Chnrchill had been
abown to a seat nx rows to the rear, and sank into
It with content, Kot so tho Duchess of Manches¬
ter. «She remon ß trate d with the u«her and pres¬
ently set off on a voyage of discovery and seized
on two places.for herself and her daughter.in
the very front row of all and kept them. The
Docheas, too. not to be outdone by Lady Salisbury,
went up on the platform and hold discourse with
the great ones of the earth there gathered aud
gathering.
The Prinoe and Princess of Wales came by

quarter to 5, cheors accompanying them. Tini
Princesa was in a gown which I took to be of black
velvet, whereof tho corsage and skirt were slashed
Into crimson lozenges. She has long passed for
the best dressed aud best mannered woman in Eng¬
land, nor was it to-Jay that any one would disputj
.Ither title with her. Her beauty Is only the more
brilliant for that tall youug woman of twenty In a
dun-colored studiously ß?t???ß frock, who is her
daughter. Tbe Prinoe. like the Duke, figures as a
Held Marshal, and both have the blue r.bbon of the
«arter. Talk goes on everywhere} on the plat¬
form and about it, aud salutations are ex¬
changed freely; Prince aud Prinoess recoguizlug
friends and acquainta-'ß? right and left. If
either bows or nods to a lady a low eurtsey is re¬
turned; not an easy tiling to manage from a

crowded bouch, but it has to be done, and it is sur-

_»riamg how well it is done.
It h» teu ruiuutoa past *5 when

the trumpet Is beard outside that heralds
tho ooming of the Queen. The whole audience, floor
and galleries alike, rises. Doors are flung oponj
»hoir and leader wait breathless, and before we.

who »re near the platform, catoh any glimpse of
the head of the proeossiou "God save the Queen "

breaks forth. It is »stately welcome, but the mu¬

sic silences the cheers which, I fancy, wonld havo
b»eu m.>re musical still to ihe royal ear. Nobody
regards the group of men who lead the way; the
one wisli of tlieaA ttion»:inds inside, aa of the hun¬

dreds of thousand* outside, is to see how the Queen
lojltis. The Qi->t comment I heard was from a lady
near whom I stood.a beautiful Americau fn Mack

less. The cheers broke out as the song died away,
bnt less spontaneously t'iau If men had had thoir

way with their own voices at the beginning, aud
the Quoon acknowledged them with benignity.
There was too usual pause. Tbe Prince, who had

met his mother at tho top of the steps to the plat¬
form, talked to her for a mi nute win lo the func¬

The Queen answered in a voice which soon found
its proper note and was heard in all corners of the
halL Madame Albani'« singing of Home, bwoot
Home was a welcome part of the programme.

Pretty soon the (tlrl« in tlio flats uinierneatb come up of
SU evening; or if they are a little backward In ma-ing
friendly advance« tho girls la Uio flat« overhead oome
down. Then your girls retnrn these calls, and so their
communion Is continued. No objection Is to be urged
against these social Interchanges, which do so much to
brighten the lives of the girls, save that In too many
Instances they lead to the unpleasant result which has
been mentioned.some of the girls become dlscoiitented.
